The submission of amendment filed on 2/17/2010 is acknowledged. At this point claims 
1, 2, 5-9, 11-13, 15 and 16 have been amended, claim 14 has been canceled and the remaining 
claims left unchanged. Thus, claims 1-13, 15, 16 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13, 15, 16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to Claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to show a built-in lamp including a first 
reflector on a top surface of the housing, a second reflector positioned between the first reflector 
and open end of the housing and a plate extending between the second reflector and the housing 
and covering diffuse discharging region, wherein the plate is attached to the second reflector, and 
as specifically called for the claimed combination.
